I am Special Agent Samuel N. Evans of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms (AFT). I currently am assigned to the Phoenix, Arizona office 
of ATF. 

On September 19, 1985, I was contacted by Special Agent Darwin B. Green 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Phoenix, Arizona. Agent Green 
advised me that David E. Gumaer of Phoenix, Arizona, had offered to sell a

ATTACHMENT #2 


full automatic Uzi machinegun to Bilie E. Sivils, who was 
assisting Agent Green with his investigation. Agent Green 
asked me to assist in this investigation and, on tne above 
date, I briefed Billie Sivils on how to determine the 
difference between an Uzi semiautomatic rifle and an Uzi 
rifle that had been converted to fire fully automatic. 

On the above date, I observed Billie Sivils as he met 
with David Gumaer in Phoenix, Arizona. After this meeting, I 
again met with Agent Green and Billie Sivils; at which time, 
Sivils explained that Gumaer had shown him an Uzi, 9mm, 
semiautomatic rifle. Sivils also related that Gumaer had 
claimed this firearm actually belonged to Gumaer's employer. 

Sivils also told Agent Green and me that Gumaer claimed 
to nave a source for eight machineguns in Colorado, and that 
Gumaer agreed to accompany Sivils to Colorado in order to 
purchase these machineguns for $4500. Arrangements were made 
to introduce me, acting in an undercover capacity, to Gumaer 
on September 26, 1985. 

On September 26, 1985, Special Agent Jay Lanning, Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, Santa Ana, California, flew 
me via agency aircraft to the Scottsdale Airport, Scottsdale, 
Arizona. Once at the airport, Billie Sivils introduced me to 
David Gumaer. Shortly after this introduction, Sivils, 

Gumaer and I went to the restaurant of a motel that was 
adjacent to the Scottsdale Airport. Once we were seated in 
the restaurant, Gumaer gave me a packet of information 
concerning investment information and showed me samples of 
gold coins. I told Gumaer that I represented a group of 
well-to-do, conservative businessmen from Texas and.that I 
would pass along tne information he had given me concerning 
investments. While I was seated with Gumaer, I told Billie 
Sivils that I wanted him to acquire military type weapons and 
armament on my behalf. I also told Sivils this weaponry was 
going to be utilized to protect my employer's business 
interests along the Texas-Mexican border and in Central 
America. 

Prior to concluding this conversation, Gumaer told me 
that he also had connections for acquiring the type of 
material I had requested of Sivils. I indicated that this 
would be of interest to me. 

On about October 3, 1985, Agent Green contacted me and 
related that Sivils had been in contact with Gumaer and 
arrangements had been made for Sivils and me to fly Gumaer to 
Colorado to purchase the eight machineguns. 



Lan v\ ina 

On OctODer 6, 1985, Agent Lanin g-^nd I flew into the 
Scottsdale Airport and picked up David Gumaer in the ATF 
aircraft. We then flew directly to Flagstaff, Arizona, wnere 
we picked up Billie Sivils. From Flagstaff, we flew to Fort 
Collins, Colorado, refueling enroute at Colorado Springs, 
Colorado. 


Agent Lanning landed the ATF aircraft at the Downtown 
Fort Collins Airpark, shortly after 12:00 noon, on October 6, 
1985. Once we were on the ground, I observed David Gumaer go 
directly into a terminal building adjacent to the airstrip. 

A few minutes later, Billie Sivils and I went into the same 
building that Gumaer had just entered. After were- were 
inside, Gumaer told us his contact was coming to our location 
in about ten minutes in order to confer with Gumaer. After 
Gumaer conferred with Billie Sivils and me for several more 
moments, he stepped outside of tne terminal building. Not 
long after this, I heard Billie Sivils describe a person who 
was driving onto the parking lot in a green Toyota, and 
Sivils said that Gumaer was approaching this person. 

After a few minutes, Gumaer returned to the terminal and 
spoke to Sivils again. After which, he left the terminal 
once more. Billie Sivils told me that he had told Gumaer 
that he, Sivils , would have to examine the firearms. 

After another few moments had passed, Gumaer returned to 
our location and conversed with Billie Sivils further. 

Sivils and Gumaer walked around the corner of the building 
out of my line of sight. After a short time, I heard Billie 
Sivils call to me, using my undercover name, and I joined 
him, David Gumaer, and a third person on the parking lot. We 
gathered around the rear of the green Toyota with Colorado 
license plates, as Billie Sivils began examining firearms 
that were in cardboard boxes in the open trunk of the 
Toyota. 

The third party who was with Gumaer at the rear of this 
vehicle was a white male who appeared to be in his late 
thirties, and I noted that he was wearing a belt buckle with 
the name "Steve" spelled out across the front. 

As Billie Sivils and I began examining these firearms, 
"Steve" suggested that we take the firearms to the aircraft 
and complete our examination. I told him that we weren't 
going to pay for the firearms until we had tested eacn. He 
indicated that this was suitable to him. Billie Sivils and I 
then carried two cardboard boxes to the ATF aircraft where we 
examined each firearm. I found that each of these contained 
the parts that were consistent with Uzi, 9mm rifles that had 
been converted to fire full automatic. I also field tested 
tnese weapons and it appeared that each would operate in the 
full auto mode of operation. 



After we examined these firearms, Billie Sivils and I 
returned to the green Toyota at the terminal parking lot, 
where I saw Sivils give "Steve" an envelope containing cash 
money. "Steve" then seated himself in the vehicle and 
proceeded to count the money. After counting the money, 
"Steve" got out of his car and indicated that he was 
satisfied. The license plate on the Toyota was LX8033. 

Lanning, Gumaer, Sivils and I then returned to Arizona 
in the ATF aircraft. 

The eight Uzi, 9mm, model B, machineguns have the 
following serial numbers: SA39588, SA39594, SA39595, SA39593, 
SA39587, SA39590, SA39586 and SA39589. 

On October 7, 1985, I contacted the ATF office in 
Denver, Colorado. An ATF agent in Denver informed me that 
Colorado license LX8033 was a 1972 Toyota listed to a Susan 
Christensen, 1755 Yucca Court, Fort Collins, Colorado. I was 
also told that Colorado driver's license authorities had 
furnished information of a Steven Christensen, 1755 Yucca 
Court, Fort Collins, holding a Colorado driver's license. 

The ATF Office, Denver, forwarded a certified copy of 
Colorado Driver's License number E268336 for Steven David 
Christensen, white male, date of birth 07-08-44, 1755 Yucca 
Court, Fort Collins, Colorado. Upon viewing the driver's 
license photograph, I determined that this was the same 
individual who sold me the eight machineguns on October 6, 
1985, at the Fort Collins airport. 

Also on October 7, 1985, I test firea each of the above 
firearms and found each one would fire fully automatic. 

On October 9, 1985, I contacted Denise Brown of the 
National Firearms Registration and Transfer Records Branch of 
ATF, Washington, D.C., and requested that each of the eight 
firearms and Steven Christensen, date of birth 07-08-44, be 
queried for any record. I was informed that no record 
existed for the firearms or Christensen. 

I also initiated a trace of these firearms with ATF 
National Tracing Center in Washington, D.C. I, in turn, 
received information that these firearms had been received by 
Big Iron Sporting Goods, Fort Collins, Colorado, on August 
16, 1983. Big Iron Sporting Goods is a federally licensed 
firearms dealer.

PROSECUTOR 1 S STATEMENT 

The evidence would have established the following: 

In September 1985, in Phoenix, Arizona, David Gumaer 
told Billie Sivils that he had a source in Colorado who could 
provide eight machineguns for $4,500. 

Sivils was acting at that time as a confidential 
informant for the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. 

On October 6, 1985, Mr. Sivils, Mr. Gumaer and two 
undercover ATF agents flew in an ATF airplane from Arizona to 
an airport in Fort Collins, Colorado for the purpose of 
buying the weapons. Shortly after their arrival at the 
airport, Steven Christensen arrived by automobile. 

Mr. Sivils, Mr. Gumaer and one of the agents went to 
Mr. Christensen's car. There were eight firearms in the 
trunk of the vehicle. 

The agent and Mr. Sivils carried the weapons to the 
airplane, and Mr. Sivils then paid Mr. Christensen $4,500. 

The agents, Mr. Sivils and Mr. Gumaer then flew back to 
Arizona with the weapons. 


NMT $5,000 (or $250,000 
alternative fine),

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The weapons were Uzi, 9mm model B machineguns with the 
serial numbers SA39586, SA39587, SA39588, SA39589, SA39590, 
SA39593, SA39594, and SA39595. Each weapon had been modified 
so that it was capable of being fired in the automatic mode; 
that is, it could shoot automatically, without manual 
reloading, more than one shot by a single function of the 
trigger. 

At the time of the transfer of these weapons, neither 
Mr. Christensen nor the persons to whom he delivered them 
was a licensed firearms importer, manufacturer, dealer or 
collector. Mr. Christensen, who was a Colorado resident, 
also knew or had reason to believe that the agent and 
Mr. Sivils were residents of another state. He knew that 
Mr. Gumaer was an Arizona resident and had flown into Fort 
Collins with the other men from Arizona. 

On December 15, 1986, Mr. Christensen told two ATF 
agents that he had received the weapons from Roger Hughes in 
mid-1984. He said Mr. Hughes told him at that time that the 
weapons had been converted and consequently they were 
illegal.
